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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13,1. 
The species are as follows: 

Group I, drawn to Figure 2. It is considered that the pulley motion coupling system 
comprises a first "special technical feature". 

Group II, drawn to Figure 8. It is considered that the link member motion coupling 
system comprises a second "special technical feature". 



Group III, drawn to Figure 18. It is considered that the four pivotable plates comprises a 
third "special technical feature". 

Group IV, drawn to Figure 21. It is considered that the central location of both the drive 
and up and down reciprocating units comprises a fourth "special technical feature". 

Group V, drawn to Figure 26. It is considered that the location of the drive between two 
pivotable plates with the absence of a motion coupling system comprises a fifth "special 
technical feature".

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added.

The following claim(s) are generic: 1-5, 44, and 45, 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: they do not have any common inventive features. 
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which define a contribution over the prior art. The common concept liking together these groups 
of claims is the general subject matter of an apparatus for body lipolysis and strengthening 
muscles. However, this concept is not novel in light of US 2005/0033203 (SON, HO-SANG). 
Therefore, these claims do not relate to a single species only, a posteriori. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete, must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
